Dirt will commence to fly on the 
^ite of the Missou ri Pacific g eneral 
shops on or before one week 
from 
tomorrow, is the prediction of the 
local Missou ri Pacific officials. 
The site of the shops 
has been iONLY ONE OR TWO CHANGES. 
larg ely increased in area. According 
to the first su rvey, the east bou ndary 
of the shop site was the “Old Stock 
Yards“ road, ru nning north from the 
McVey school hou se on the Sraithton 
road. More g rou nd was needed, and 
the shop g rou nds have been extended 
eastward across the “Old Stock Yards“ 
road a distance of 200 feet, extending 
into the J. C. Williams property, on 
the east side of the road. 
Some five or six of the most promi­ 
nent railway contractors in the West 
bave pu t in their bids for g rading the 
shop g rou nds, and if any others want 
to su bmit prices they will have to pu t 
in their bid.s before 6 o’clock tomorrow' 
nig ht 
The bids will be opened on Tu esday 
morning at the g eneral oflices of the 
Missou ri Pacific in St. Ix)u is, and the 
g rading will be awarded to the lowest 
and best bidder. 
In compliance 
with specifications 
for su bmitting bids, 
the contractor 
who secu res the work mu st commence 
operations immediately, and complete 
the g rading within a period of sixty 
days. The g rading job will be one of 
larg e proportions. Five thou sand cu ­ 
bic yards of dirt will have to be moved 
daily, and a larg e proportion of it will 
have to be moved on an averag e of- 
one-half mile. 
The railway entrance to the shop 
g rou nds will be at the Katy crossing 
of the “Old Reliable,“ and from that 
point eastwards tracks 
will spread 
over the g rou nds like the ribs ru nning 
ou t from the stem of a palm-leaf fan. 
The deeds to the shop sites have 
been tu rned over to the Missou ri Pa­ 
cific company, and the contractor who 
g ets the g rading will have a clear 
rig ht of way to commence operations 
at once. 
Assistant Eng ineer Bu sh has all of 
the plans for the several bu ilding sites 
completed, and all of the su rveys have 
been made. It is now u p to the con­ 
tractor who will do the g rading to 
beg in making the dirt fly ou t in East 
Sedalia.

àN EPISTLE TO HER MOTHER. 


Tells of Her Trav els an d Describes 
Po in ts o f In terest to All Read­ 
ers o f th e Bible.

Bethany and then started down the 
long road that winds in and out the 
hills and valley s, all the time with 
grand scenery on every hand, and in 
the distance the blue hills of Moab, 
and often a sight of the Dead sea. 
We stopped at the Apostles’ fountain 
and the Good Samaritain inn (find 
these in Philip’s Bible). 
I never re­ 
alized so forcibly the Bible ex press­ 
ions, “ A certain man went down from 
Jerusalem to Jericho,” or “ Jesus was 
going up to Jerusalem.” 
The differ­ 
ence in altitude is over 3,000 feet in 
the short distance of six teen miles, so 
y on may know? how constantly we 
went down. 
Often the road looped 
itself several times from the hill above 
to the valley below, only to go on a 
little while on the level, and drop by 
loops again to the nex t valley .

Tokio, April 16 (9 :30 p. m.).—The 
report of Vice Admiral Togo bn the 
sev enth attack on Port Ai^hur has 
bc^n receiv ed here. 
He say s that at midnight the night 
of April 12, the J apanese sank mines 
off Port Arthur. 
At 8 o’clock the nex t morning he 
withdrew his snips fifteen miles out. 
The Russian battleship Petropav lov sk 
stnick one of the JajMinese mines. 
Admiral Togo’s report Is accepted 
as final here, as It Is pointed t ut that 
it w'ould be Impossible for the fieet 
commander to make such assertions 
If they were not true, ev en if Togo 
Tv ere so inclined. 
Doubtless the entire fleet was aware 
that mines were sunk. 
Those ships 
that did not actually aid in putting 
j them down would be Informed of their 
j location to prev ent disaster to J apan­ 
ese ships. In addition Admiral Togo’s 
v eracity cannot be questioned. 
A St Petersburg dispatch of the 
16th say s: Viceroy Alex leff took ov er 
the command of the Russian fieet at 
Port Arthur this afternoon and raised 
his flag on board the battleship Sev as­ 
topol.
